THE INDIVIDUAL CLUB,
Four model programs will be prepared
!r the literature commities, and will be
df lor dl-trlbutlun among the clubs on
Thess programs may be se-
t'urt-d on :ﬁpllmnun to the llterature com-
mitiee of the General Federation, the state
chalrman of literature and the bureau of
information.

Ml literary clubs in the General Federa-
tHon are advised to arral for otie O
day, when a program purely literary shall
resented. To this meeting let there be
Invited all local women's organizations,
either civice, phllanthropic or triotic.
Thus & taste for llteratyre In the com-
munity may be cultivated.

THE BTATE FEDERATION.

Lot each state federation have a chalr-
man of lHternture for that state,

The first duty of the chalrman shall be
to cultivate s laste for good reading nmon1
club women by issulng a biblio
good reading either monthly In t olal
organ of the state federation or mmu‘h
the dally press or by the lssulng of an an-
nual ciroular for her state.

Let vach state chalrman have charge of
one evening llMerary seasion al the annual
econventlon of the state federation., when
elther an address on a purely lterary sub-
ject shall be greumu‘l by an expert, for
the culture and pleasure of the convention
or & program be made up of club woman
talent. In the Iatter case the literary
clube of the state may compets for a place
ot the program by sending contributions
to the state chalrman of literature, the
chairman requiring poetry, lterary oriti-
clsm or historical or blographical sketoches
of locul atate interest, In order that a di-
versified program may be availabls, The
chairman should give due notice of the
style of lterary productions needed or ex-
pected for each state pro .

This lterary sesalon would combine
well with the art and musical department
all reporting at the sama sesalon, and
thus making a “fine arts” session In every
sense of the word,

erary programs and oriticlse such ro-

rams as might be submitted to them
or coriticiam.

As you know, the Issuance of passes hans
Lean condemned by congress, L has bech
condemned by many newspapers of the
country and this state, and there I8 _a
strong sentiment among the people of Ne-
braaka ;I’nm-t the lssuance by the roads
of any rm of free transportation, and
the issuknce of passes to editors going to
thelr convention might be questioned hy
